Re: dosed Caption Exemption 

Dear Sirs: 

I would like to petition for an exemption to the dosed caption requirement for our tetevlsion show. our 
show CaroNna Hoofbeats TV is an equine television show and is new to North Carolina. It is our first 
endeavor at a television show. We began our show in August 2013 on a small cable network and it has 
slowly grown to additional cable networb in the area. We are going to begin airing it on CW22 in 
Raleigh, NC on January 5. It will be a weekly show on Sunday mornings at 7:30a.m. for 30 minutes. It is 
designed to educate and !row the equine industry within North Carolina. Kids involved in agriculture are 
75-80% less likely to become Involved with drugs, gangs and crime. It Is our goal to allow kids and their 
families to faJIIn love with horses and hOpefully want to be Involved in the equine industry within our 
state. 

We have gotten quotes from several companies via the telephone and they have ranged from $500 per 
episode to $250 per episode. Since we are a new show we haven't gotten sponsors yet and are 
struggling to pay for just the air time. It is our sincere hope that our show will grow and sponsors will 
become Involved with our show as we progress. Right now we are just at a basic starting point. One of 
the small cable charmels Is looking into doing dosed captioning for their shows and 1 hope will offer the 
service to us at an affordable cost at some point in the future. I have looked at buying the equipment to 
do this myself, but for one 30 minute show it Is not cost effective. 

I am not sure that we can sustain our opportunity to grow our show and promote the equine Industry if 
we have to provide closed captioning at this point in time. We are a very small company, just my 
husband and I. 

We currently have one customer purchasing advertising at a rate of $600 per month. That is our only 
Income for the show at this point. We have no loans or credit cards. 

Our expenses for the show are: 

CW22 air time 30 minute slots are $400 each so that is $1600 per month. 
WHIG TV expenses are $900 per month that includes editing and air time. 
Billing and accounting costs are $100 per month currently 
I use my personal cell phone for calls. 

Right now l am filling the gap for this difference out of our personallnoome but if I had to add closed 
captioning at even the lowest cost of $250 per episode that would add an additional $1000 per month 
to my expenses. Channel 22 did provide me with a resource for the closed captioning and this is where 
the lowest quote came from over the telephone. 

Our assets: We received a grant from the NC Horse Council which helped us to buy our entry level video 
camera and tripod with a microphone system. These assets are valued at $7,000. As you can see this is a 
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very low budget show at this time. I host and mv husband Is the camera man. This is a part-time 
endeavor for us. My husband and I both have futl time jobs other than carolina Hoofbeats TV. 

The equine Industry In North carolina is a $2 billion dollar a year business. There are 57,000 felistered 
horse owners wtthln our state 8nd just about eveayone enjoys watc:hi .. horses. We cover all equine 
Industry related Items from the Mounted Police Units, US Equesttian Team members, COWboys, Ensfish 
jumping, dressage, and back yard horse owners rl&ht on up to the NC State Vet School. I feel that the 
potential to grow the show exists, but will of course take time. I am not asklns for a permanent 
exemption, but it would be a tremendous help if we could be granted the exemption for the first year or 
two to enable us to grow the business, deYelop sponsors and be able to afford dosed captioninl- As an 
alternative we could Include a brief synopsis of each show In wrltlns as an •article• type scenario on our 
website that could be available to viewers to read more about the subject.
